Guthrie, Jo*y IO.—Many inquiries 
ane being deceived by the school laud 
department relative to the sale of 
the school lands of the state. The in­ 
formation principally asked in these 
inquiries is ithe time, manner and 
place of sale. 
In order that the 
public may be advised as to what 
step® are now' being taken by the de­ 
partm ent looking towards the sale of 
the land. secretary 
Cassidy 
of 
the 
■school land departm ent has issued the 
following statem ent: 
“The action of the commissioners 
of the land office on April 30, 1909, 
directing the department to take the 
necessary steps looking forward to 
a speedy 
adjustment of the 
1908 
appraisement, precludes at this time 
the 'Hiitiatrag of any of the work 
necessary in the sale of the public 
building and indemnity lands. Under 
amended senate bill No. I there ar© 
four classes of lands to be sold. 
Int. The new college land granted 
to the state under Section 12 of the 
Enabling Act and containing 1,050,000 
acres. 
2nd. Puidic building land. 
3. 
All indemnity lands. 
♦th 
.Townsite lands being lands 
which were at the time the Sale® bill 
went into effect, held under leases 
for townsite purposes. 
a il of the publik- build­ 
ing and rndenmity 
lands are 
now 
held by lessees. ’ ’By virtue of the 
term s of the Enabling Act and the 
bill authorising 
the sale of 
these 
lands, the lessee® thereof have the 
Preference right 
to 
purchase 
the 
same at the sale a t -the highest bid. 
Before these lands can be sold it is 
necessary (for the commissioners of 
tho land office to i . i . a p p r o v e 
the appraisem ent and the board can­ 
not approve the a p ji_ intent until 
all com plaints made against the same 
by lessees have been investigated and 
acted upon by the board. 


rh® departm ent is now receiving 
complaints and making 
a 
depart­ 
mental investigation of the same and 
iii a very short time adjusters will 
be sent into each county for the pur­ 
ims© of making a personal investiga­ 
tion of complaints which cannot be 
adjusted Aby the department. It is 
evident that this work will consume 
seme little time. Aln fact, it is near­ 
ly 'impossible to determine just when 
the work will be completed. As rapid­ 
ly as the adjustments have been made 
in a county, the appraisements of the 
school lands in that county w4H be 
presented to the Iward for it® action 
and if approved by the l>oard. steps 
will be taken ut once to begin the 
sale.

A sufficient force will be placed in 
the field to perform the adjustment 
work as rapidly as possible. The de­ 
partment is now taking the neces­ 
sary steps looking forward to an ear­ 
ly sale of the ’New 
College 
Lands. 
These lands aire situate in the north­ 
western p an of the state p rin c ip a l 
and 
were never leased under any 
laws or leases which gave to the 
lessees any preference right. The old 
Territorial 
board 
issued 
special 
leases to these lands which expired 
between Jan. let and April 26th. 1908, 
without any 
preference 
rights 
ti 
either renew or purchase in the event 
of sale. 
The First State Legislature by an 
act. extended the birne of expiration 
of these leases under the same term s 
and conditions to Jan. I, 1909. On 
Jan. I, 1909, all leases held on New 
College lands expired and the lessees 
had no preference right to either 
renew or purchase rn cace of sale at 
the highest bid; hence a t this time 
there are no leasees, upon this land 
and the sale of the sqme can be made 
without reference to any preference 
right as are connected with the pub­ 
lic building and indemnity lands. Un­ 
der the law*, the commissioners must 
classify the New College lands and 
after such classification 
the same 
must be advertised in at least three 
agricultural journals of national cir­ 
culation and *in not less than one 
newspaper of general circulation with 
in the state and also in not less than 
one county paper of general circula­ 
tion within the county within which 
th1© lands are situate.

I u addition to the newspapers 
advertising the commissioners are re ­ 
quired to prepare In pamphlet form 
for free distribution a complete list 
of the lands to he sold by counties 
and townships giving a brief descrip­ 
tion of each tract, showing the aj>- 
praieement thereof. 
The sales department in charge of 
John N. Shepler bas been organized 
and the land titles of the New Col­ 
lege lands are now being transferred 
from the lense to the Sale® deport­ 
ment. Just as soon as the transfer 
has been made the salts department 
will take up the work of advertising 
in bb© newsfiapers and preparing the 
pamphlets. 
It is impossible at this 
tone to state just when the sales 
will rake place but we expect to make 
the first sale of the New College 
lands sometime during the month? 
of September or October. 
After we have prepared the in­ 
formation which m ust to set out in 
pamphlets for public distribution and

CENSUS OUTLOOK 
FOB OKLAHOMA 


NEW STATE EXPECTS TO S ECU LE 
TWO MORE CONGRESSMEN. 


Congressional 
Boundaries 
Will 
Changed According to the 
New Count. 


Be 


Guthrie, Ok., July IO.—The federal 
census to be oaken next year deter­ 
mines the number of representatives 
each state will have in congress for 
the ensuing ten years, and Oklahoma 
expects to secure tw o or more addi­ 
tional members. The enumeration will 
as well form a basis for apportion­ 
ment of ithe legislative districts and 
perhaps for revising the judicial dis­ 
tricts on a population basis. 
People of a state are rarely satis­ 
fied with a fedora lcensus. The work 
is necessarily limited in time, and 
following it (there are a multitude of 
instances alleging short counts with 
showings how the state or the com­ 
munity has (been wrongfully affected. 
Such feeling gave rise to a territor­ 
ial law, which the state Inherited, re. 
quiring an enumeration by county as- 


100,000 more people than they did in 
known republican territory. 
A special census was taken un­ 
der orders of the president in July, 
1907, to show whether the constitu­ 
tional convention had been fair and 
equal in its legislative apportionment 
and not only did the census bear out 
che districts but demonstrated the 
state to be entitled <to seven instead 
of five congressmen. 
When the general census' is com­ 
plete congress determines the num­ 
ber to each congressional 
district 
by dividing the aggregate number by 
the number of representatives to sit 
in the house, 
'rho resulit may vary 
considerably, according to the -in­ 
crease in population, and a shifting 
of the house membership, but as a 
•usual thing nearly all states gain in 
some representat ion. When the rati J 
is once established it is subject to 
no appeal. 
For the seven years following the 
federal census of 1900 the possibilit­ 
ies of statehood increased the popula­ 
tion of the two Territories 623,786 
or 89,112 per year. In 1908 the to - 
Innal increase dropped to 31,984, ac- 
| cording to the county enumeration, 
which gave the state only 1,445,261 
people, or an increase over the spec­ 
ial census of 1907 af 2.1 per cent. 
Unless there is a change in condi­ 
tions the state will do no more than 
to increase normally during 1909 anti 
the early part of 1910, which would 
make 1,507.229 a fair estimate for th 
showing in 1910. 
Such an increase will entitle the 
atte to seven or eight congressmen, 
based upon the ratio congress fixes. 
A gain of two or three means con 
sidoraale activity for the Third legis­ 
lature. which revises the congress­ 
ional lines, during the term login­ 
ning January. IOU, and the potku 
cal character of the legislature will 
go far in determining the character 
of the congressional 
districts. 
Al­ 
ready there is talk of overhauling the 
congressional lines on a six-district 
basis, and electing one or two con­ 
gressmen at large.
